ANECDOT E, 


A difplay of real courage, executed with fuc- 
cefs, in order to avoid a mioff excruciating 
and barbarous death. 


eg 5 FORBES, who took poffef- 
fion ot Fort Du Quefne, upon the 
French abandoning it laft war, being inform- 
ed that a large body of the enemy were pre- 
paring to attack him, ordered a lieutenant 
and forty men to reconnoitre their oumber 
and fituation, they being about three days 
march fromthe fort. The officer and his 
detachment proceeded with great chearfulnefs 
and alacrity, without the leaft appearance of 








an enemy, until about fix o’cleck in the morn. 
ing of the third day’s march, when they were 
fuddenly fired upon from the woods by a bo- 
dy of Indians, who killed nine of them upon 
the [pot ; upon which the officer, well know- 
ing that he could not attack the enemy in 
their then fituaticn but at the greareft difad- 
vantage, very judicioully drew off the remains 
of his litle detachment to a neighbouring 
plain, and there formed them in order of 
battle, for the reception of the favages: but 
after remaining in that polition for feveral 
hours, and finding that they did not advance, 
he profecuted bis march. He had not, how- 
ever, proceeded but a few miles, before he 
found himfelf in a narrow pafs, between two 
high mountains, and at the fame time per- 
ceived a large body of Indians (upwards of 
three hundred) nouring down upon him. He 
immediately formed his men in the moft ad. 
vantageous fituation circumflances would ad- 
init of, determined to fel) their lives at as 
dear a rate as poflible. The conflict was now 
begun; the confequence of which was, Nhat 
the Englith were allcut to pieces, except fe- 
ven men and their officer, who was wounded, 
The Indians had upwards of fixty of their 
number killed, befides many wounded, They 
tied the hands of the furvivors of this brave 
little detachment behind their backs, and molt 
unmercifully loaded them with their bayoages 
lu this manner they were marched {ix days, 
when they arrived at the habitations of the 
favages, nearly famified for want of the ne. 
ceflaries of lite. The next morning the uns 
happy prifovers were Jed forth by the wives 
of thofe Indians that fell in the action, who 
firit proceeded, by way of prologue to the 
tragical fcene which was to follow, by ftrip- 
ping them quite naked ; and then tying one of 
them to a liake, and lighting a fmall and flow 
fire between his feet, they began to exercifé 
the moft excruciating tortures that their inges 
nuity could poflibly invent, by tearing the 
miferable wretch’s fleth off his bones with 
red-hot pincers, boring his eyes out, and 
otherwife tormenting hyn by the moft bar- 
barous and unheard of cruelty, to the great 
entertainment of the more than favage brutes 
who were the fpectators. In this horrid man- 
ner did thofe infernal wretches continue to 
exercife their moit favage natures, until they 
had put an end to the Fives of the poor un- 
happy foldiers. Thofe fquaws (for fuch ore 
the females called) who difplayed the preareft 
barbari{m as tormentors, received the greateft 
applaufe and approbation from ali their com- 
panions during the exhibition ef this tragical 
fcene. 


It now became the officers turn to fall a fa- 
crifice to the manes of thole departed favages. 
Be told the fquaws, (having ferved long in 
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America, he had acquired the Indian language) 
when they came to drag him to the ftake, ‘* that 
if they would {pare his life he would communicate 
a fecret, the knowledge of which would enable 
them to render their bodies invulnerable, fo that 
neither ball nor {word could penetrate them ; that 
he would admit of the firft experiment to be made 
upon himfelf; and that he only defired to be al- 
Jowed twenty-four hours for the preparation of a 
compofition neceffiry for the andertaking.”” The 
favages, afier having deliberated together for 
fome time, acquiefced in compliance to the offi- 
cer’s propofition; but at the fame time denounc- 
ed, that the moit unheard-of vengeance fhould 
await him, if he deceived them by thus procrafti- 
nating his fate. ‘The twenty-four hours being 
expired, the favage women led forth their victim, 
who had prepared a liquid compofed of water, 
red clay, (lomething like ochre) and wood athes. 
With this he anointed his neck until it was of a 
brownith colour; he then informed them, that 
when it was a little dry, they might make an ex- 
periment, by applying a very tharp hatchet with 
great force; and that, if his preparation failed 
of its intention, he begged they might inflict up- 
on him the moft fevere death which they could 
flibly devife. Having thas delivered himfelf to 
is favage auditors, he laid his head upon a 
block ; when the chief fquaw took a hatchet, and 
applied it to bis neck to fo good a purpofe, that 
fhe chopped off his head at one blow, tothe great 
aftonifhment as well as difappointment of the 
whole tribe, who had affembled together upoa 
this important oceafion.
